The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yonezawa (409'- filed 1/31/03)) in view of Yonezawa et al ('266). 

Yonezawa (409') shows a clamping apparatus having a central pillar 9 having an 
inclined outer surface, an annular intermediate member 15 having a straight outer 
surface and an inclined inner surface, and a pull member 23 connected to the annular 
intermediate member. In the central pillar at 65 the inner portion may be termed relay 
opening and the outer portion may be termed a groove which provided fluid flow to the 
mating surfaced between the pillar and the inner portion of the intermediate member. 

Yonezawa ('266) teaches that it is desirable to provide fluid flow to the outer 
surface of the intermediate member 23 by means of a fluid passage 42 in the pillar. 

To provide a fluid flow to the outer surface of the intermediate member 15 of 
Yonezawa (409') would have been obvious in view of the teachings of Yonezawa ('266). 
To accomplish this it would have been "obvious to try" to communicate with the outer 
surface of the intermediate member 15 by means of a hole through the intermediate 
member that would communicate with groove 65 adjacent the inside of the intermediate 
member in order that fluid flow would flow to the outer surface of the intermediate 
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member. One skilled in the art would have been motivated to do this in order to clean 
all moveable mating surfaces to enhance precision. The details of achieving the fluid 
flow whether by grooves or holes is no more than an obvious matter of design choice 
absent a showing of criticality for this feature. 

Claims 2-5 and 10-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/17/07.
